Our  association  lost  a  key  of¬ 
ficer  and  one  of  its  best  friends 
in  October.  District  VII  Governor 
Troy  H.  Coan,  died  Tuesday,  Oct. 
18,  and  was  buried  with  full  mili 
tary  honors  in  Stephenville,  Tex., 
on  Friday,  Oct.  21. 

Being  a  military  man,  Troy  had 
moved  a  great  deal  but  he  ac¬ 
tively  supported  TNA  wherever  he 
was  stationed.

We  established  a 
lasting  friendship. 

One  of  our  closest  friends,  Ray 
Whyborn,  past  governor  of  District 
VII,  gave  the  eulogy  at  the  funeral. 
In  reference  to  his  numismatic  ac¬ 
tivities,  he  said:  "His  most  recent 
large  task  was  fulfilling  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  and  duties  as  District 
VII  governor  of  the  Texas  Numis¬ 
matic  Association.  As  such,  he 
represented  all  of  the  numisma¬ 
tists,  coin  collectors  and  hobbyists 
in  that  district  and  tried  to  stimu¬ 
late  interest  and  membership  in  the 
state  organization.  None  ever  tried 
harder.  Only  poor  health  prevented 
him  from  fulfilling  his  goal  of  be¬ 
ing  the  best  representative  ever. 

"His  memory  will  live  on  not 


only  through  his  published  articles 
and  lectures,  but  also  through  each 
of  those  who  have  been  touched 
by  him.  He  will  be  especially  re¬ 
membered  in  the  hearts  of  those 
who  have  worked  and  studied 
with  him."  The  hundreds  of  us 
who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing 
him  and  working  with  him  will 
surely  agree. 

Our  heart-felt  sympathy  goes 
out  to  his  wife,  Betty,  and  to  the 
other  members  of  his  family.

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THE  ROMAN  FORUM

EARLY  ROMAN  DENOMINATIONS 


In  the  September  article,  I 
briefly  described  pre-coinage  forms 
of  currency  af  the  Roman  Republic. 

I  want  to  review  these  early  styles 
of  currency  to  show  how  they 
evolved  into  the  first  Roman  coins. 

The  earliest  use  of  metal  as 
money  in  Rome  and  central  Italy, 
started  approximately  in  the  5th 
century  B.C.  The  money  was  just 
raw  pieces  of  bronze,  which  was 
more  readily  available  than  silver 
in  the  central  Italian  peninsula. 
Besides  the  bronze  being  more 
easily  attainable,  it  was  useful  for 
tools,  swords,  shields,  and  spear 
tips  and  so  had  a  real  value.  The 
pieces  have  been  labeled  Aes 
Rude,  literally  meaning  rough, 
crude  pieces  of  bronze. 

The  next  step  of  refinement 
came  in  the  late  4th  century  B.C. 
The  bronze  was  cast  into  bars  or 
brick  form  with  designs  on  them. 
At  first  designs  were  only  on  one 
side  and  then  eventually  on  both 
sides.  This  series  was  called  Aes 
Signatum,  meaning  bearing  or 
adorned  with  figures  or  signs.  The 
bars  were  generally  supposed  to 
weigh  five  Roman  pounds,  but  ac¬ 
tually  varied  a  great  deal.  But 
they  were  much  easier  to  work 
with  than  the  rough  pieces  of  the 
Aes  Rude.  An  interesting  develop¬ 
ment  in  this  series  occured  later 
when  the  bars'  designs  were  ex¬ 
ecuted  to  facilitate  breaking  up 
these  bars  to  make  change  and 
still  have  an  intact  design. 

The  first  true  coinage  of  Rome 


and  central  Italy  were  large  cast 
bronze  pieces  called  Aes  Grave, 
heavy  bronze.  These  cast  pieces 
were  first  issued  approximatey 
306  to  290  B.C.  The  contact  with 
Greek  colonies,  for  the  purpose  of 
trade,  in  southern  Italy  influenced 
Rome  and  surrounding  subject 
states  to  mint  a  more  conventional 
coin.  The  "AS"  became  the  basic 
unit  of  the  new  Roman  coins  which 
was  equal  to  one  Roman  pound, 
332g.  The  smaller  denominations 
were  divided  into  ’A,  1/3,  'A,  1/6, 
1/12,  and  1/24  parts.  Below  is 
the  first  Aes  Grove  series  with  the 
obverse  and  reverse  described.

A  second  series  of  Aes  Grave 
was  issued  around  285  -  280  B.C.

At  the  same  time  the  bronze 
coinage  was  becoming  lighter  the 
first  silver  coins  of  Rome  were 
started,  260  -  270  B.C.  This  series 
was  also  a  result  of  expanded 
trade  with  the  Greek  colonies  in 
the  south.  A  coin  was  needed  that 
was  more  compatible  with  the 
Greek  denominations. 

First  Series  of  Silver  Coinage

The  above  series  did  not  last 
too  long,  only  to  approximately 
222  B.C.  when  a  more  Roman  type 
coin  called  the  denaries  wos  first 
introduced  in  213  or  212  B.C.  The 
new  silver  coin  weighed  4.5g  and 
was  equal  to  10  Asses  with  a 
value  mark,  X.  Two  other  smaller 
denominations  coins  were  issued, 
the  quinarius  value  marked,  V, 
(5  Asses),  and  the  sesterius  value 
marked  IIS,  (2'/j  Asses).  Another 
silver  coin  issued  about  the  same 
time  was  the  Victoriat.  The  victor- 
iat  weighed  3.4f  and  it  is  thought 
this  coin  might  have  been  issued 
for  foreign  use  since  its  weight 
equaled  that  of  a  Greek  drachma. 

Also  at  the  end  of  the  3rd  cen¬ 
tury  B.C.,  three  gold  coins  were 
minted.  These  coins  are  not 
thought  to  have  been  used  in  the 
nomal  business  community,  but 
struck  for  important  people  and 
generals.  History  does  not  provide 
a  name  for  these  coins,  but  they 
do  have  value  marks  as  follows: 

Obv.  -  Hd.  of  Mars,  below  VX 
(60  Asses)  /  Eagle  on  thunderbolt, 
ROMA 

Obv.  -  same  as  above,  XXXX 
(40  Asses)  /  same  as  above 
Obv.  -  same  as  above,  XX  (20 
Asses)  /  same  as  above 

Unlike  many  Greek  cities  that 
issued  gold  coins  and  valued  them 
according  to  weight,  the  Romans 
seem  to  have  a  definite  value  re- 
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lationship  between  their  metals 
used  for  coins. 

War  and  inflation  took  their  toll 
on  Rome's  coins.  The  denarius  was 
reduced  in  weight  to  4g  in  133 
B.C.  and  tariff  to  equal  16  Asses 
instead  of  the  original  ten.  The 
•new  denarius  was  value  marked 
XVI.  The  victoriti  was  reduced  in 
weight  to  2.3g  and  then  not  struck 
after  150  B.C.  The  bronze  As  had 
been  so  reduced  in  weight  that 
the  coin  only  weighed  as  much 
as  the  earlier  uncia  and  for  a 
period  of  25  years  between  1 33  - 
108  B.C.  was  not  struck  at  all. 
When  the  As  was  reintroduced  in 
108  B.C.,  it  only  weighed  1/3  of 
a  uncia.  I  might  mention  two 
short-lived  denominations  that  are 
exteremly  rare.  I  have  never  seen 
one  offered  for  sale. 

Dodrans  -  value  marked,  S:.  % 
As  (9  unciae) 

Bes  -  value  marked,  S:  2/3  As 
|8  unciae) 

Next  month  I  will  go  into  the 
reforms  of  Julius  Caesar  and  Au¬ 
gustus  as  Rome  shifted  from  the 
Republic  to  the  Empire.

thought  to  breaking  this  exhibit 
into  about  five  separate  divisions. 
This  topic  could  now  be  divided 
into:  Islands  on  Coins;  Countries 
of  Latin  America;  Continents  on 
Coins;  Individual  Countries  and 
Countries  Around  the  Mediterran¬ 
ean. 

In  looking  through  various  cata¬ 
logs  on  paper  money  I  have  also 
come  up  with  quite  an  assortment 
of  landmass  designs.  At  present  I 
only  have  about  5  notes  but  my 
research  has  turned  up  over  70 
notes  from  22  different  countries. 
Many  of  the  designs  are  globes 
that  show  a  hemisphere  but  there 
are  also  enough  that  give  an  out¬ 
line  of  a  specific  country  to  make 
up  a  nice  exhibit.

ALABAMA  CENTENNIAL 


The  100th  anniversary  (19191  of 
the  admission  of  the  state  of  Ala¬ 
bama  was  commemorated  by  the 
issuance  of  a  half  dollar  author 
ized  in  May  1920  but  not  struck 
until  1921.  Delayed  action. 

Alabama  joined  the  United 
States  in  1819  as  the  22nd  state 
to  do  so  and  Montgomery  was 
named  as  the  capital.  The  territory 
was  explored  in  the  early  1500's 
by  the  Spanish,  then  the  French  in 
1702,  the  Indians  and  finally  the 
British  who  lost  control  as  a  result 
of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  new  territory  became  the 
"Cotton  State"  as  settlers  poured 
into  the  area  to  form  big  cotton- 
producing  plantations.  Alabama  is 
now  primarily  an  agricultural  state 
but  is  also  a  big  producer  of  steel 
and  coal. 

Laura  Gardin  Fraser  was  the 
designer  of  the  50c  piece  which 
instituted  several  "firsts."  If  is  the 
first  to  bear  the  portrait  of  a  living 
person  with  Alabama  Governor

At  each  side  are 
22  stars  arranged  in  three  rows  ■ 
signifying  Alabama  as  the  22nd 
state  to  enter  the  Union.  On  some 
of  the  issues,  the  figure  2X2  is 
incused  above  the  stars  at  the 
right  representing  "22"  and  also 
St.  Andrew's  Cross  as  it  appeors  on 
the  Alabama  state  flag. 


On  the  reverse  is  the  great  seal 
of  Alabama  and  the  state  motto 
Here  We  Rest.  '  Other  inscriptions 
are  State  of  Alabama"  and  "1819 
Centennial  1919.  "  The  year  1921 
also  appears  on  the  coin  as  the 
law  requires  that  a  coin  be  dated 
the  year  it  is  coined. 

The  commemorative  was  placed 
on  sale  at  $1.00  each  in  October 
1921  in  Birmingham  during  a  visit 
made  by  President  Warren  G. 
Harding.  Profits  were  used  for 
historical  and  monumental  pur¬ 
poses.

The  3  masted  wooden  sailing  ships 
developed  and  standardized  by  the 
ship  builders  of  15th  century  Europe  - 
ships  like  the  Mathew  pictured  on 
Canada's  1949  dollar  commemorating 
the  entry  of  Newfoundland  into  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  -  were  the  ves¬ 
sels  of  discovery  and  trade  that  rolled 
back  the  frontier  of  the  known  world, 
pioneered  trade  routes  to  the  Far 
East,  revitalized  the  economy  of 
Europe  with  a  transfusion  of  mineral 
wealth  from  tile  New  World,  and 
founded  the  colonial  empires  that 
funneled  raw  materials  into  the  in¬ 
dustrial  revolution. 

The  design  of  this  silver  commem¬ 
orative  dollar  depicts  the  exploration 
of  Newfoundland  by  John  Cabot  in 
1497.  The  coins  were  struck  with  a 


very  high  finish  and  were  packaged 
in  plastic  tubes  in  units  of  20,  a  pro¬ 
cedure  that  delighted  collectors  and 
insured  the  continuing  popularity  of 
the  pieces.  —  World  Coin  Calendar, 
Krause  Publications,  1976.
